brink ' bf Ruine 3: That God Almighty had: been pleaſed ſo to bleſs His 
Enterpriſe, asthereupon to Crown it with deſired Succeſs,more favourably 
and ſpeedier than He could ever have hoped. So that the Gonſenting 
Nations offered HIM the Crowns of England, Scotland and Ireland. 
That His Majeſty bad accepted them, ot God to witneſs, not aut 
of any boundleſs Ambition, (.for the Power either of Silver or Gold 
hath- never been able to blind Him) + but alone to preſerve the Re»
